The Investigation by the Coroner on the
Deuth of Elj:h Stowart— The Testls
mony. d X i '
This mom at 11 o'clock an Inquest was

held by De Ty‘ﬂoronor Bees at the Morgue, on
the nFEHj.h Stewart, & laborer, who was
killed on Baturday by being run over by a oar
of the Chesnut and Walnut streets line, while
making an excavation for plumbers undor the
track. The following testimony was taken: —

Charles Hanna sworn-—Am a laborer; saw the
acclident on Bltnrdlyl; helped to lift the car off
of Stewart; the wheel of the car was on him; he
was 1 on the track under the hind part of
the car; Btowart had been digging a trench be-
tween the twc tracks; was working on the g;?ﬂ-
ment of the nonses near, selting stone door-
:::gc; the trench was about five feet deep; the

ident oceurred about 10 o'clock; the ears had
been coming by for about three hours while they
were digging the trench; they took the horses
out of the other cars and pushed them across the
hole, but this car attempted to cross withont

taking the horses out; the car was No. 51;

Blewart waa getting out of the trench when this

car hit him.

Robert Taylor sworn—Was on the sldewalk at
the time of the accident; was mixing cement
for uee In eetting stome; saw the man In the
hole, and saw the car coming, and called to the
man to get out; he tried to get out, but could
not do it in time; the man was run over, and
was eanght by the ear and was carried along for
gome little distance; the whole was about op-
poeite No. 2128 Walnut street; the man was half
out of the hole at the time; the driver of the
car could have seen the man; the man got ont
of the hole every time a car eame; the drivers
of the olher cars saw the hole and slacked up;
this car crossed the hole at full speed.

Frank McGuire sworn—Saw the man geiling
out of the hole; one wheel of the car went over
him and the next wheel dragged him some foar
or five yards; saw the driver after the man waas
run over; the horses fell partly into the hole in
crossing it, but gol out again themselves.

Rodger Pheenfe sworu—I saw the accident;
Btewart was under the back part of the car,
under the south side; the car was past the hole
at the time by about three or four yards; the
horses were In the car al the time: there was
only one man working in the hole; the accident
bappened beltween ten and eleven o'clock; the
car bad run over his shoulder,

John Rush sworn—About twenty minuntes
before the accldent I saw a car drlven up close
to the hole and stop; the man then called to the
plumber in the house thal he eame near bein
killed; the plumber came ont of the house an
stood iay the Lole to warn the cars; do not think
that the drivers could have scen the hole unless
their eyes were directly between the horses, or
unless the man came out of the hole to throw
out dirt; the drivers could have seen the dirt
thrown out if they had been attending to their
businees

George Lovet sworn—When car No. 51 came
alopg there was no one by the trench to warn
it to stop; there had been a person to warn the
care that pasged just before. Ie could not have
been killed if be had remalned in the trench:
the driver pulled the horses towards the right
glde so that they might clear the trench; the
trench was two feet cight inches wide, and as
long as the track is wide; it was about four feet
deep at the time.

E. P. Hower sworn—Was on ear No. 51 when
thenceldent occurred; the conductor ran through
the car and called out; he had nearly got to the
front of the car when the wheel struck some-
thing that sounded like a stone; looked out and
saw the horses pulled to the north side of the
track, the side where the bulldings were; on
that eide there was building material close to
the track: it was stone and dirt; on the south
eide was the dirt threwn out of the trench.

Mrs. Matilda Btewart sworn—Am the wife of
Elijah Stewart,who was killed; saw my husband
in the Hospital before he died; he sald the
horses and the car had mashed him to pleces;
this was all he gaid.

John Uprichard sworn—Am a plumber, and
the man Stewart was working for me; 1L 1s not
customary, when working under a raiiroad track,
either to notify the company or place a man to
warn the cars; usually warn the cars myself
when I am about; just abont the time of the ac-
cident 1 had been called into the house by the
carpenters; had helped about fifty cars to pass
that morning, but had only to eall to the drivers
of about two of them, who drove up pretiy close,
the rest saw the hole themselves; the man, when
the hole got deep enough, stald in the hole and
let the car run over him, but this time he got
frightened and tried to get out after it was too
late. .

Charles P. Miller sworn—Passed Walnut
gtreet, between T'wenty-firet and Twenty-second
sireets, just before the accident: it is & down

ade atthe point on the road where the acel-

eut bappened, and it 15 hard to ul.o&r the ears;
there were building materials on both sides of
the track.

John 8. Bartoff sworn—Am Buperintendent of
the Walunut Street Road; ear No. 51 would have
passed Twenty-first and Walnut streets before 7
o'clock on ite first trip, which was before the
time that the trench was begun; the car was on
its gecond trip when the aceldent happened;
when the street is opened at any poiot it Is
usually the custom to notify us in some way:
the notice is usually a slip sent up by the plum-
ber to the conductor; sometimes the drivers
report the obstruction themselves; on this morn-
ing there was no word bruu[ﬁht either by order
of the plumber, or from the drivers or condue-
tors; when a notice Is received a man is usgally
despatched by the company to help the cars
over.

The jury were unable to arrive at a verdict
and adjourned over until to morrow morning.

IncEspiARIEM —ATTEMPT TO BUuRs Tae OLp
MercanTine Limrary BuimLping.—At a late
hour on Baturday night last Mr. Juvenal, who
woocupies a law office In the old Mercantile Li-
bru-{v, at Fifth and Library streets, noticed a
smell of smoke issuing from the cellar of the
ounllding, He weni below and found the place
in flames. He ran out, proeured assistance, and
eoon the fre was extioguished. It was dis-
covered that & wood partition had heen con
sumed, and alongside of It had been placed a
box full of ecraps of paper, wood, ete. The fire
was evidently the w of deslgn, for the box
wag placed 1o such a position that the flames
would natarally lead to a coal-bln which was
pled np with wood., Fire Marshal Blackburn
and Detective Gordon have the matter under
investigation. A colored man has been placed
under arrest upon sospicion of having been con-
germed in the affair.

The fighiling continues
under the very walls of Parls, and shells are
constantly falling in the Champs Elysees. The
Are de Triomphe was repeatedly struock and
much damaged.

The Fighting Avound the Clty
wag very severe on Saturday and Bunday. Pro-
visions are fast growing searce, and should the
city be again beaieged, it will have te succumb
through
Starvation In a Few Days.

Horge-flesh is once more the principal Inxury.
The insurgents are under the strictest discipline,
and in the late engagements sncceeded in taking
several thousand prisoners.

Everybody Is Leaving
who has the means to gel away.

The Nationals

are crecting new barrientes in the Place Ven-
dome, Rue Castiglione, and the neighborhood of
the Tulleries and at Belleville, In anticipation of
an assault by the Versailles forces.

The War on the Pricsts
and Chureh 1s still continued by the Reds.

The Government troops attacked the Com-
munists’ position at Vanvres on Baturday morn-
ing. The attack was sudden and took the in-
surgents completely by gurprise, but they soon
rallied, and after most a determined fight, ia
which

Mauny Lives were Sacrificed,
succeeded in compelling the Government forces
to retire. Several times during the day the
fight was renewed, but the Communists in the
end were left masters of the position, During
the fight
| Fort Vanvres Malntained a Deadly Fire
upon the ranks of the Government troops, The
fighting at this point continued the enmtire
day, every imch of ground being disputed.
When first attacked the Commuuists fled pre-
cipitately under cover of the guns of Vanvres.
They rallled after some difficulty, and, after an
obstinate struggle, regalned the lost ground,

Both Sldes Fought Well,
but the Government troops suffered heaviest.

The Fighting at Neullly
on Sunday conlinued from morning till night,
witbout, however, any decided advantage to
elther side. The Government troops atill have
posseasion of the bridge, and have strongly for-
tified their posiiion.

Attacking the Barricades,

The insurgents several times durlng the day
charged the barricades of the Government
troope, and each time were handsomely re-
pulsed.

FROM WASHINGTOWN.

The Amunesty Bill in the Republican
Cauocus,

Special Despateh to The Buening Telegraph.,

Wasmxaron, April 17.— The Republican
Senators held a capecus this morning for the
purpose of declding what action they would
take with regard to the House general amnesty
bill. The session was continued over two hours,
during which there was a lively debate on the
general guestion of amnesty. The Bouthern
Senators with few exceptions favored the House
bill, and gave it as their opinion that amnesty
would be more powerful at the Bouth to sup-
press whatever disorders and discontent exist
there than all the bayonets at the command of
the Government.

Benator Chandler stated In
cauncus that the President thought 1t best to
allow the matter to go over to December, in
order to see how the Bouthern people conducted
themselves under the Enforcement blll. The
Amnesty bill was lald on the table by a vote of
20 to 10, several Benators declining to vote,
